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SEWER BILL PASSES HOUSE 

"Sy ‘OF REPRESENTATIVES 

“ ‘The bill for the establish- 
ment of a sewerage system with 
in the town of Wilmington suc- 
cessfully passed its last hur- 
dle in the Houge of Represen- 
tatives, in the State House 
on Tuesday, at 1 pm and short- 
ly thereafter was passed in 
the House. 

It now goes to the Senate, 
where passage is expected. 
The bill had been becoming 
the subject of controversy dur 
ing the previous few days in 
the House, as Boston Legisla- 
tors regarded with suspicion 
what they felt was an attempt 
to add another town to the 
Metropolitan District Sewerage 
system, 

Representative James H. Kel- 
ley of the 10th Suffolk Dis- 
trict was among those opposed 
to the bill, as was Senator 
Beads of Dorchester. The two 
men stirred up opposition on 
Monday. 

Proponents of the bill felt 
that the opponents believed it 
would add to the Metropolitan 
taxes. They pointed out to ob- 
servors that in a somewhat 
similar instance about a year 
ago there was opposition to 
sewerage for the towns of 
Westwood and Randolph, but in 
those instances the two towns 
had been attempting to join 
the MDC, Wilmington is already 
@ member, 

Tuesday Conference 

The issue was settled in a 
conference Tuesday noon, in 
the State House. 

‘orporation Counsel William 
Kerr of the City of Boston, in 
an opinion t the assembled 
Legislators solved the doubts 
of those who opposed the bill. 
Kerr told the group that the 
bill was an ‘internal’ one for 
the Town of Wilmington, one 
which would give the town in 
effect a law under which to 
operate its sewerage system, 
without having to refer to all 
the laws in the statutes of 
the state. 

Kerr told the Legislators 
that they need not be concern- 
ed with the bill, and that 
they should not take issue 
with it because there was a 
‘strong moral obligation’ on 
the part of the Legislature 
to go along with the bill, as 
was agreed in 1954 when the 
bill making Wilmington a part

THREE MAJOR CRIMES IN 
WILMINGTON IN ONE WEEK 
Burglary of the North Wil - 

mington Postoffice, on the 
morning of April 2nd was the 
first of three robberies in 

Wilmington in one week. 

Thieves jimmied the rear win- 
dow of the Postoffice, forced 
lopen the safe and took a sum 
lof money reported as $300 ac- 
cording to the Wilmington Pol- 
ice. The safe was ruined. 

The crime was discovered at 
6:45 am when the Postoffice 
was opened for the day. So 
far there have been no clues 
reported. 

At 7:30 pm the same day, 
April 2nd four bandits held 
up the Shamrock liquor store, 
ion Main street. 

One of the men was described 
as being blond, about 5 foot 
10 inches in height and aged 
about 32, with a tattoo on 
his left hand, a star, be- 
tween thumb and forefinger. 
The four men arrived separ- 
ately, placed themselves in 
strategic positions, and an- 
nounced the holdup - wielding 
knives as weapons. 

They escaped with the days 
receipts towards Lowell in a 
1952 Mercury Sedan, and were 
reported to have repeated the 
robbery in a liquor store in 
‘Chelmsford a few hours later. 
On April 7th a robbery was 
discovered at the Walpole Wood 
workers, on Lowell Street, at 
6:55 am. Thieves had broken 
the glass in rear door of of- 
fice, and had stolen about $25 


in silver and $11.46 from the 
petty cash box.

AN ACT AUTHORIZING THE TOWN OF WILMINGTW TO 
,CONSTRUCT AND OPERATE A SYSTEM OF SEWERS 
$e it enacted by the Sen®te and House of Re- 
presentatives in Geweral Court assembled, 
by authority of the sam as follo 


SECTION 1. The Town of Wilmington, hereinaf- 
ter called the town, may lay out, comstruct- 
maintain and operate a system or systems of 
common 8 rs for a part or the whole of its 
territory and in the city of Woburn, with such 
connections and other works as may be required 
for a system of sewerage and sewage disposal,’ 
and may construct such sewers in said town and’ 
in the city of Woburn as may be necessary; pro 
vided, that no conduits or pipes shall be laid 
in a public way in the city of Woburn without 
the consent and approval of the mayor and su- 
perintendent of public works thereof, pur- 
suant to the provisions of any special law, 
Ordinance or other provisions of law pertain- 
ing to said city; and provided further, that 
nothing herein shall authorize the taking of 
land in Woburn. 

SECTION 2. The town may make and maintain, in 
any way therein where common sewers are con- 
structed, such connecting sewers within the 
limits of such way as y be necessary to con- 
nect any estate which abuts upon the way. 

SECTION 3. The town manager shall appoint a 
board of three sewer commissioners as soon as 
practicable after acceptance of this act. Said 
board shall consist of three members, who 
shall be citizens of the town, one of whom 
shall hold office until the next annual town 
meeting, one until the second annual town meet 
ing, and one until the third annual town meet- 
ing following their respective appointments, 
and until their successors are qualified, and 
thereafter at ch annual town meeting the 
town manager shall appoint one member of the 
board to serve for three years and until his 
successor is qualified. 

The Town manager may appoint the board of 
water commissioners of the town as the board 
of sewer commissioners as herein previded, in 
which case the terms of office of the sewer 
commissioners shall coincide with the terms 
of office of the water commissioners, and the 
organization of the beard of sewer commission- 
ers shall be identical with the prganization 
of the boa of ter commissioners. Until the 
board of sewer commissioners has been appoint- 
ed as provided in this act, the board of water 
commissioners shall be invested with all the 
powers and duties assigned by this act to the 
board of sewer commissioners... 

Nothing in this act shall vary the effect of 
chapter five hundred and ninety-two of the 
acts of nineteen hundred and fifty.

rights of way, or easements, public or private, 
in said town, necessary for accomplishing any 
purpose mentioned in this-act, and may in said 
town construct and maintain such treatment 
works and sewers under or over any land, bridge,

SECTION 6. The town shall by vote determine 
what proportion of the cost of said system or 
systems and sewage disposal, including the 
whole share of the cost of admission to the 
north metropolitan sewerage district chargeable

by vote determine. The charges and assessments 
shall be paid by every person of institution 
who enters his or its particular sewer into the 
system or systems of sewerage and sewage dis- 
posal of the town. The provisions of said Gen- 
eral Laws relative to the assessment, apportion 
ment, division, reassessment, ®batement and col 
lection of sewer assessments, to liens there- 
for and to interest thereon, except as provided 
herein, shall apply to assessments and annual 
charges made under this act, and the interest 
shall be at the rate of four per cent per annum 
The collector of taxes of said town shall cer- 
tify the payment or payments of such assess- 
ments or apportionments therecf to the board of 
Sewer commissioners, who shall preserve a re- 
cord thereof. 

SECTION 7. For the purpose of paying the nec- 
essary expenses and liabilities incurred under 
this act, the tcwn may borrow such sums as may 
be necessary, not exceeding, in the aggregate, 
five hundred thousand dollars, and may issue 
bonds or notes therefor, which shall bear on 
their face the words, Wilmington Sewerage Loan, 
Act of 1958. Each authorized issue shall con- 
stitute a separate loan, and such loans shall 
be payable in not more than thirty years from 
their dates. Indebtedness incurred under this 
act shall be in excess of the statutory limit, 
but shall, except as provided herein, be sub- 
ject to chapter forty-four of the General ,aws 
but not including the requirement of an appro- 
priation from available revenue funds of from 
taxation as set forth in the first sentence of 
section seven of said chapter ferty-four. 
Loans authorized or debt incurred by the town 
subsequent to January first, nineteen hundred 
and fifty-eight, but prior to the acceptance of 
this act, for purposes mentioned in clause (1) 
of section seven of chapter forty-fowr of the 


General Laws, shall be considered in all re- 
spects to have been authorized and incurred 
pursuant to the provisions of this act, and the 


proceeds of any such bonds cr notes may be used 
for any purposes for which bonds or notes might 
be authorized under this act. Z 

SECTION 8, The board of sewer commissioners 
may, in its discretion, prescribe such sewer 
assessment rates and annual rentals or charges 
@s it may deem proper, subject, however, to 
such rules and regulations as may be fixed by 
vote of the town. The receipts from sewer as- 
sessments and annual charges and from payments 
made in lieu thereof shall be appropriated for 
and applied to the payment of charges and ex- 
penses incident to the maintenance and opera- 
tion of said system of sewer®ge and sewage dis- 
posal, to the payment of interest upon bonds or 
notes issued for sewer purposes, or to the pay- 
ment of redemption of such bonds cr notes. Such 
annual charges as are prescribed by the sewer 
commissioners under the provisions of this act 
shall begin when the premises have been con- 
nected to the sewer, or two years after the se- 
wer is available for such connection, whichever 
period of time is shorter, provided that no an- 


nual charge shall be levied on any premises 
until the land is built on. 
SECTION 9. The town is hereby authorized by 


vote of the town meeting to determine whether 
said town, acting through the board of sewer 
commissioners may, upon the application of the 
owner orf any estate abutting on any public or 
private way where a common sewer is constructed 
lay in such sewered way, and in the private 
land of such owner such particular sewer as may 
be necessary to connect any building on such 
estate with such sewer, and the town manager 
may make all necessary contracts in the name 
and behalf of the town fpr such purpose. The 
cost of constructing each particular sewer 
shall be assessed by the board of sewer com- 
missioners upon the estate benefitted thereby. 


Such assessment shall be made by filing with 
the board of assessors of the town a certifi- 
cate, designating the way and private land in 


which such particular sewer has been construct- 
ed, and giving the name or names cf the owners 
of the estate for which such ccnnection has 
been made and the amount of the assessment to 
be paid by such owner or owners. A copy or du- 
plicate of this certificate shall, within ten 
days after the filing of the same with the 
board of assessors, be recorded in the registry 
of deeds for the north registry district of the 
county of Middlesex, or in the case of regis- 
tered land, filed in the office of the assis- 
tant recorded for the north registry district 
of the county of Middlesex. The board of asses- 
sors shall, upon receipt of such certificate, 
forthwith commit such assessments or charges 
with their warrant to the collectar of taxes,

The 
lien for any assessment made under this section 
shall attach upon the recording or filing for 
registration of the copy or duplicate of the 
certificate of assessment. In the apportionment 
of assessments made under this section no in- 
stallment shall be less than five dollars. 
SECTION 10. All contracts made for work to be 
done under the provisions of this act shall be 
made in the name of the town and shall be 
signed by the town manager, but no contracts 
shall be made or obligation incurred by said 
town manager for any purpose in excess of the 
amount of money appropriated by the town there- 
for. 

SECTION 11. Said board may, except as provided 
herein, from time to time, prescribe rules and 
regulations for the connection of estates and 
buildings with sewers, and for the inspection 
of the materials, the construction, alteration 
and use of all connections and drains entering 
into such sewers, and any person violating any 
such rule or regulations shall be punished by a 
fine of not less than twenty dollars ncr more 
than five hundred dollars for each violation, 
Such rules and regulations shall be published 
at least once a week for three sucessive Weeks 
in some newspaper having general circulation in 
the town of Wilmington, and shall not take ef- 
fect until such publications have been made, 
SECTION 12. Except as provided otherwise here- 
in, no act shall be done under authority of the 
preceding sections, except in the making of 
Surveys and other preliminary investigations, 
until the plans for said system of sewerage and 
sewage disposal have been approved by the state 
department of public health. 

SECTION 13. This act shall take full effect 
upon its acceptance by a majority of the town 
meeting members of said town present and voting 
thereon at a regular.,or special town meeting 
called for the purposes within five years after 
its passage, but not otherwise. No expenditure 
shall be made and no liability incurred hereun- 
der until such acceptance; provided, however, 
that no authorization, contract, appropriation 
or other relating action taken by the town or 
its authorized agents pertaining .to any sewer- 
age agreements with the metropolitan district 
commission, the City of Woburn or the AVCO Man- 
ufacturing Company entered into subsequent to 
August first, nineteen hundred and fifty-seven, 
and prior to the adoption of this act shall be 
deemed to have been invalidated, rescinded or 
otherwise set aside by the provisions of this 
act.

large part of our tax dollar. 

There are in Wilmington se- 
veral halls maintained by the 
Grange, the Veterans organi- 
zations, and the Betterment 
Associati ms which depend in 
part for their existence on 
the revenue derived from just 
such affairs as the one under 
consideration. Is it right to 
deprive these organizations of 
this source of income? 

The prime concern of the PTA
